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Inaugural Address of 
HON. OREL A. DEXTER, MAYOR. 


Members of the City Council, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


As the citizens of Portsmouth have indicated in the 
recent election that our administration the past year has 
been satisfactory, I do not think any especial change in 
our policy of government is necessary. I believe we should 
continue along the line already established and administer 
our city affairs in a business-like manner, endeavoring to 
promote the welfare and efficiency of our various depart- 
ments. 


There are certain recommendations I wish to bring to 
the attention of the Council at the proper time, among the 
more important being necessary new buildings and im- 
provements in our school department, the completion of 
the Miller Avenue paving work and a larger appropriation 
this year for new sidewalk construction in parts of the 
City where most needed. Our check lists in the various 
wards should be revised and corrected and I recommend 
that sufficient money be provided to enable the Board of 
Registrars to do this work. 


We commence our administration under the most favor- 
able conditions. With control’of all departments of the 
City Government there need be no question of divided 
authority such as existed last year and we should en- 
deavor to direct our municipal affairs so that our adminis- 
tration will meet with the approval of the entire citizen- 
ship and be a credit to our City.

Abstract from .an Act to Amend the Charter of the City of 
Portsmouth, Sections 25 - 29 Inclusive 


Sect. 25 The City Auditor shall keep a record of the general 
financial condition of the city, of the amounts appropriated for 
each branch, board or department therof, and of the receipts and 
expenditures of each branch, board or department. Te shall 
twice in each year, and oftener, if necessary, audit the accounts 
of all city officials, commissions and boards, who receive, handle 
or expend any moneys of the city, and shall report thereon _to 
the city council twice in each year, and oftener of required. 
The city auditor shall give his entire time to the duties of the 
office. 


Sect. 26 No bill ‘against the city shall ‘be ordered paid by 
the city council, or paid by the city treasurer until the auditor 
shall have approved the same and certified to said city council 
whther or not said bill was lawfullly contracted; whether or not 
is it for i goods or materials, the prices charged are reasonable, 
also whether or not the goods were actually received by the city, 
and whether such bill is in favor ’'of a person or party legally en- 
titled to receive the same under the provisions of this act. He 
shall perform such other duties as are now or may hereafter be 
required by ordinance or by the city council. 
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Sect. 27 If the auditor shall knowingly make any false Cer- 
tification in any case provided for in Section 33, or shall approve 
any bill-when the appropriation from which the same should be 
paid is exhausted, he shall be fined not exceeding two hundred 
dollars or imprisoned not exceeding six months, or both. ? 


Sect. 28 If the treasurer shall pay any money from the city 
treasury, except an jorder of the city council after approval by 
the auditor, which order of the city council shall be certified to 
by the mayor, he shall be fined mot exceeding two hundred 
dollars or imprisoned not exceeding six months or both, and he 
shall be personally bound .to refund to the city any sum so paid. 


Sect. 29 If any officer, board or commission or member 
therof, of said city, excepting the board of plioce commissioners, 
having authority to make contracts or expend money in behalf of 
the city shall, by making any contract, purchasing any goods or 
emplying any labor, or otherwise, undertake to make the city 
liable for any amounts in excess of the funds available therefor 
from income or appropriation, said officer, board or commission, 
o rmember thereof, shall be removed from office by the city 
council after due hearing.

The following is the Feport of the Fire Department for 
the year ending December 31, 1924. 


The following is the Report of the Fire Department for 
though we have answered more alarms than in any pre- 
vious year in the history of Portsmouth, These alarms 
were as follows: 13 Bell and 113 Stills. Fifteen of these 
calls came from the surrounding towns: Greenland 4, New 
Castle 2, Newington 2, York Harbor 2 and Rye 5. For the 
number of alarms our fire loss has been very small, the 
most of our damage being in the out-lying districts where 
there were no hydrants or facilities for fighting fires. 
The most disastrous fire was the one at the Winchester 
Farm, now owned and occupied by Mr. H. C. Taylor. 
Owing to the distance and lack of water, the fire caused 
considerable damage before it was checked. 


Portsmouth now has a Fire Department and Station to 
be proud of. The Station is as nice as any in this Country 
and the Apparatus compares favorably with any City of 
our size. The Apparatus consists of two Tripple Com- 
binations, Chemical Pump and Hose, two combination 
Chemical and Hose and one Ladder Truck, all of which 
are up-to-date, motor driven, and in first-class shape. We 
also have some horse-drawn apparatus which I recommend 
disposing of. 


Our only drawback now is our water system. The 
pressure is very low for fire fighting purposes and hydrants 
are scarce, especially at the West End where most of our 
fine dwellings are located, also on Penhallow Street in 
the rear of the George B. French Store. This is a very 
bad location, the nearest hydrant being on Daniels and 
Market Streets causing much delay in getting water to 
this district.

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REPORT OF SUPT. OF FIRE ALARM AND 
INSPECTOR OF WIRES FOR 1924. 


The Mayor and Members of the City Council: 
Portsmouth, N. H. 


The fire Alarm system is in general in good working 
order at the present time, the Supt. having installed, the 
past year, 198 cells of the latest Gamwell storage batteries 
to replace the old ones which were removed from the old 
station on Hanover Street to the new Central station on 
Court Street. 


The valve on the whistle at the plant of the Portsmouth 
Power Co., which caused some trouble through the month 
of December by leaking and freezing has been over-come 
by installing a new one of the Mitchell type and is now 
operating satisfactory. 


The Fire Alarm boxes are of the old type and have been 
in service for over 30 years and on several occasions with 
the Saturday morning test have been found to operate in- 
correctly and should be changed, a few each year, to the 


later type of Postive non-interfering with porcelain insu- 
lation. 


The line wires around the city with some exceptions as 
below mentioned are in good condition, one side of circuit 
2 and 3 running from Pleasant Street through Junkins 
Ave., Lincoln Ave., Union Street, Wibrid Street, Madison 
Street, and State Street to Middle Street are in very bad 
condition and should be rebuilt as this is some of the old 
construction of small size bare iron wire and has rusted 
and deteriorated, this part of the system should receive 
attention the coming year for the good of the same, as well 
as the danger of breaking down and crossing with high 
tension wires causing fires and danger to life and property. 
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The Inspector of Wires has received 205 applications for 
inspection of electric light services. 

In closing this report for the year I would most earnest- 
ly request that you give the matter of rebuilding circuits 
2 and 3 of the Fire Alarm system your due consideration.

Sagamore Avenue, South Mill, Tanner, Thornton, Wibird, Washing- 
ton, Water, Willard Avenue and Woodbury Avenue. 


These streets are now in fair condition, although more work 
would greatly improve them. If they could be regravelled and 
then oiled, it would save maintenance costs enough to pay for it- 
self and at the same time give a nice surface for automobile traffic. 


the following streets had to be scarafied and reshaped: 
Atkinson, Austin, Bartlett, Cass, Cutts, Dennett, Gates, Lincoln 
Avenue, Lovell, Madison, Rogers, Rockland, Union, Wibird, Water 
and Washington. 
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Asphalt Pavement. 


The asphalt paved streets are in excellent condition having just 
been patched and all holes and openings closed for the winter. 
The first patching was done in June and at that time the pavement 
was in bad shape requiring twenty-eight tons of asphalt to close 
all holes. Maplewood Avenue and Congress street were particu- 
larly bad and it will not be many years before Congress and 
Vaughan streets will have to be resurfaced. 


The asphalt plant needed several new parts and quite extensive 
repairs but once in condition went through the season with very 
little trouble. Before we could operate we had to put thirteen new 
tubes in the boiler and before next season the remainder of the 
tubes should be renewed. We were fortunate in finding gravel 
for the mix that required very little alteration and we put out an 
asphalt that has held in place and) withstood the year of traffic 


In October we patched again, closing all holes that had been cut 
in the pavement as well as holes that had been worn due to 
traffic. This patching used eighteen tons of asphalt. We now 
have on hand three and one-half tons, so we must buy before we 
can patch in the spring. 


The State Highway Commission had us patch the paved state 
roads with asphalt which was included in the tonnage for the 
spring patching. Lafayette Road was in bad shape after the 
winter due to the traffic running in ruts and wearing out the road 
where the pounding always came in the same: area. We hope 
to have the asphalt plant in shape next spring to be able to pave 
a street if the money can be appropriated for it. 


Oiling Streets 


We have been particularly fortunate this last year in being able 
to cil more streets than have ever -been oiled before. Not only 
strests that have been previously oiled, but we have added new 
streets to the list. The following streets were oiled in 1924. 


Ash, Aldrich Road, Atkinson, Austin, Bartlett, Broad, Brewster, 
Bow, Cutts, Chapel, Cornwall, Court, Court Place, Chauncey, .Cass, 
Columbia, Chatham, Cabot, Dennett, Dover, Elwyn Avenue, Fleet, 
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Gates, Green, Hanover, High, Hawthorne, Highland, Hill, Islington 
Road, Jefferson, Ladd, Langdon, Lovell, Lincoln Avenue, Madison, 
Mendum Avenue, Monroe, Marcy, Merrimac, McDonough Myrtle, 
Avenue, New Castle Avenue, New Broad, Orchard, Pearl, Pen- 
hallow, Pine, Porter, Parrott Avenue, Russell, Rock, Rockingham, 
Rogers, Rockland, State, Summer, Spring, Sherburne Avenue, 
Sheafe, School,! Salem, Thornton, Unipbn Woodbury Avenue; 
Wibird, Washington, Water and Willard Avenue. 


We purchased about 12,000 gallons of number four and 35, 000 
gallons of number six asphaltic oil and covered an area of about - 
163,000 square yards. 


Some of the streets had to be regravelled because they were 
worn down so that there was nothing for the oil to take up, and 
this required two coats of oil, uncovered, and later a light coat of 
number six oil covered with sand. 


The following streets were regravelled and treated with two 
coats of oil. Hill, Islington Road, Willard Avenue, Broad, Merri- 
mac, parts of Lincoln Avenue and Aldrich Road. 


There are some spots in the city where the oil did not thorougly 
mix with the gravel or where the gravel was worn out, that have 
ravelled and blown out, but before oiling next year, these places 
will be filled with cold patch and if we can have as large an appro- 
priation next year as we did in 1924, we can have some excellent 
oiled roads. Each treatment of oil makes the surface better pro- 
vided it is applied each year and not given a chance to go bad 
through neglect. It is to be hoped that we may have as much 
money for oil in 1925 as we did this year. 


Sidewalks 


In this branch of the Highway Department there has _ been 
started a step in the right direction. Outside of the regular 
appropriation for sidewalk maintenance and the revolving fund 
for granolithic walks, a special bond issue of ten thousand dollars 
was appropriated with which to improve the sidewalks in the 
various sections of the city. 
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The following work has been done with the aid of this special 
appropriation: 


Granite curb has been laid on the eastern side of Bartlett Street 
from the railroad crossing to Clinton Street, a concrete retaining 
wall built over the bridge spanning the outlet of Eldridge’s dam, 
the sidewalk excavated, filled with cinders thoroughly soaked and 
tamped, a two inch sand cushion rolled into the Cinders and a 
hot top thoroughly rolled in place. 


The north side of Clinton Street has been excavated to a grade 
to conform with the property line and the crown of the street and 
over nine hundred feet of cncrete curb poured in place, the side- 
walk excavated, filled with cinders and covered with fine gravel. 


The east side of Atkinson Street has been four hundred twenty- 
three feet of new granite curb, one hundred and thirty-nine feet 
of granite curb relaid, and ten feet of new concrete curb. The 
sidewalk where there were previously flagstones has been filled 
with cinders with a gravel top. Four hundred and sixty-eight 
square feet of brick sidewalk was also relaid on Atkinson Street. 


Jefferson Street on the south side has had thirty-eight feet of 
new granite curb with gravel walk. 


Marcy Street has had three hundred and thirty-four feet of con- 
crete curb, one hundred and forty feet of new granite curb, three 
hundred and twenty-five of granite curb relaid, one thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-one square feet of brick walk relaid and 
two thousand seven hundred and fifty-four square feet of gravel 
sidewalk. The old flag crosswalks were removed and relaid with 
granite block. The gutter was also recobbled and grouted. 


Gates Street has had one hundred and eighty-three feet of new 
concrete curb, fifty-one feet of new granite curb, six hundred and 
thirty feet of granite relaid, four hundred and twenty-eight square 
feet of brick walk relaid and one thousand five hundred and 
twenty-one square feet of gravel walk. 


Washington Street has had sixty-one feet of new concrete curb, 
four hundred and fifty-six feet of new granite curb, four hundred 
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and seventy-two feet of granite curb relaid, one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-four square feet of brick relaid and five thousand 
five hundred and sixty-two square feet of gravel walk. 


Pleasant Street has had six hundred and thirty-seven feet of 
granite curb relaid and three thousand three hundred and three 
square feet of brick relaid. 

Water Street has had two hundred and nineteen feet of new 
concrete curb, three hundred and forty-seven of granite curb re- 
laid, one thousand three hundred and sixty-eight square feet of 
brick relaid and one thousand three hundred and five square feet 
of gravel walk. 


South Street has had fifty-one feet of new granite curb, three 
hundred and six square feet of gravel walk, three hundred and 
fifty square feet of tar sidewalk patched, and three hundred 
square feet of gravel walk. 


Sagamore Avenue has had five thousand five hundred and seven- 
teen square feet of cinder and gravel walk, three hundred and 
twenty feet of stone retaining wall relaid, connecting the walks 
so that there is now a continuous walk from South Street to 
Jones Avenue on the west side. 


Maplewood Avenue has had one thousand one hundred and forty- 
one feet of concrete curb, four hundred and twenty-four feet of 
granite curb relaid, two thousand six hundred and eightyseven 
square feet of brick relaid, twenty thousand two hundred and 
thirty-one square feet of cinder and gravel walk, one hundred and 
seventy-one square feet of concrete driveway and two hundred and 
thirty feet of concrete retaining wall. 


Whidden Street has had two thousand three hundred and seven- 
ty-eight square feet of cinder and gravel walk and the bank 
behind the catch basin at the end of the street reinforced with 
cobbles to keep surface water from scouring the bank and letting 
water into the cellars of adjoining houses. 


The redeeming feature of the gravel walks where curbing has 
been laid or reset is the fact that the foundation is now in shape 
so that if money should become available for surfacing them, it 
could be done without disturbing the base. 
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The summary of the bond sidewalk work is as follows: 
1,580 ft. of new granite curb. 
3,036 ft. of granite curb relaid. 
2,851 ft. of new concrete curb. 
211 ft. of concrete retaining wall. 
320 ft. of stone retaining wall. 
15,651 sq. ft. of brick relaid. » 
48,402 sq. ft. of cinder and gravel walk. 
344 sq. ft. of stone driveway. 
174 sq. ft. of concrete driveway. 
0,009 Sq ft. of Hot Top surface walk. 
789 ft. of cobbled gutter. 
483 ft. of asphalt gutter. 


Sidewalk Maintenance 


Our work on sidewalk maintenance has been heavy because 
little work has been done on sidewalks for some time and they 
were in bad shape. There are yet several flagstone sidewalks 
that should be removed and replaced with cinder and gravel, to- 
gether with curbing so that eventually they could be surfaced with 
a permanent walk. 


Besides the usual work of patching sunken and uneven places 
in the brick sidewalks we have done the following work: 

Seventy-one thousand, five hundred and seventy-five square feet 
of gravel walk, eight hundred and fifty-five square feet of brick 
walk relaid, and nine hundred and forty-five square feet of new 
brick laid on Middle Street, which gives us a continuous brick 
walk from Wibird Street to Lincoln Avenue. Sidewalks were im- 
proved on the following streets. 


Bartlett, Brewster, Bow, Broad, Court, Cottage, Clinton, Cabot, 
Dennett, Elm Court, Elwyn Avenue, Hill, Islington, Linden, Lincoln 
Avenue, Langdon Park, Morning, Monteith, McDonough, Middle, 
Middle Road, Miller Avenue, Melbourne, Northwest, Partridge, 
Park, Rogers, Rockland, Rutland, Sparhawk, Sherburne Avenue, 
South Mill, South, State, Tanner, Thornton, Union and Woodbury 
Avenue. 


Granolithic Sidewalks. 


We have laid by contract. with E. W. Trefethen, 10,505 square 
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feet of granolithic walk and 498 feet of curb divided among the 
property owners as follows:

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This is a permanent type of walk and it is desirable to lay as 
much of this type as possible if we could continue the present 
program of about six thousand dollars worth each year, and our 
sidewalks would soon be in good shape. 


Sanding Sidewalks. 


Last winter was particularly severe in regard to sanding the 
sidewalks. We used all the sand that was stored in the yard and 
had to haul more from the pit during a warm wave. We had to 
sand the sidewalks sixty-one days during the winter at a cost of 
about nine hundred dollars. The balance of our appropriation 
we used in hauling in sand for the coming winter. We now have 
‘about three hundred cubic yards of sand stored in the City Yard 
and this amount ought to take care of a very icy winter. So far 
this winter we have used nearly one hundred tons of sand on icy 
sidewalks. We have about seventy-five miles of sidewalk to 
keep sanded. 


Trees. 


We have not been able to do all the work necessary on the 
trees of the City owing to lack of funds. However, we have 
managed to take down the most dangerous trees and trim a large 
amount of dead limbs and the low limbs that were interfering 
with traffic. We had only one tree blow over and the stump 
showed a healthy young tree. The writer is of the opinion that 
‘the tree. was struck by lightning. Four limbs were blown down 
but in no case was damage done and traffic was cleared almost 
immediately. The removal of moth nests and the spraying was 
done by contract and was not wholly satisfactory. If arrange- 
ments can be made the City will take care of its own moth work 
next year. Thirty-one trees have been taken town, forty-two 
trees have been trimmed, no trees were patched and no new trees 
were set out. 


Bridges. 


We have been encumbered with another bridge to maintain 
with the taking over of the Nobles Island Bridge by the City, 
April 17, 1924. © Since that time we have had to replace two main 
stringers and several planks. The rail on the up-river side was 
so constructed that it had to be removed when opening the draw. 
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The draw had to be opened twice, once on May 25 and again on 
June 6. This formerly had taken eighteen men but on these two 
openings it required four men and two trucks. The sidewalk and 
rail on the wp-stream side has since been removed so that now, 
it will be only a short job to open and close the draw. 


The bridge at Atlantic Heights has required very little repair 
work, mainly the replacing of worn out flooring. 

Sagamore birdge has given us no trouble at all, but we did have 
to paint the new railing that was erected in 1923. 


The City has had built a bridge connecting Pierce Island with 
the main land, the approach coming at the foot of Gates Street. 
This bridge is 320 feet long, built of sixteen pile bents, fifteen 
feet on centers, a twenty foot span at the channel, with ten feet 
clear headroom at mean high tide, and two thirty foot spans be- 
tween granite piers. The granite blocks for the piers were taken 
from the Madison Street reservoir and the hole filled in, thereby 
removing an eye-sore as well as a dangerous spot in the City. 
Concrete abutments were poured at each end and granite wing 
walls erected to hold the fill for the approaches. The bridge is 
designed to carry a load of fifteen tons and consists of a sixteen 
foot roadway and a four foot sidewalk on the down river side, to- 
gether with an ornamental railing on both sides, and twelve light 
poles, It is a very substantial bridge and should last for many 
years without further cost to the City. 


A new tide gate across the arch of the Maplewood Avenue 
bridge has been erected this year. The gate is of an improved 
type, all steel and so constructed that the water in the millpond 
can be freshened without uncovering the flats. A foundation 
of granite and concrete was constructed across the arch at the 
outlet of the millpond and a granite apron puilt under the arch. 
The gate cperates perfectly and will give the residents in that sec- 
tion great relief from the stench) arising from the bare flats, es- 
pecially in the summer. At the same time, the fence on the 
south side of the bridge was repaired and made safe. 

The gate swings on an horizontal axis and can be operated by 
cone man. Doors in the main gate can be raised to allow the water 
in the pond to drop its level two feet and yet not uncover the flats. 
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Sewers 


The sewer system in this city is in bad shape. There are two 
reasons for this. First, we are so close to tide level that there is 
not sufficient drop for the sewerage at high tide and the tide 
water backs up, choking the pipes as far back as Union Street. 
The other reason is that our sewerage system was put in hit or 
miss, estimating thati a certain size pipe would take care of the 
flow, wholly ignorant of what branches might lead into it. There 
are very few records of sewer installatins on file and there is 
no map of the system in existence. This year a map has been 
started, showing all sewer lines of which we know and as fast as 
additional data comes to light, it is recorded on the map. SEven- 
tually a sewerage disposal plant will have to be installed and the 
sewerage system revised so as to adequately drain the city. 


We have had a total of one hundred and eighty-nine stoppages 
in the sewer system this year, seventy-four being on main sewers 
and one hundred and fifteen on private sewers. The cost to 
property owners for clearing stoppages was $488.96 and the cost 
of clearing stoppages in main sewers was $1,229.12. Most of 
the main sewer trouble was on the following streets: Green, 
Porter, School and Madison. On Green and Madison streets we 
found a bfoken pipe. jOn Porter Street we found a flagstone 
culvert which was completely filled with sediment. This culvert 
was replaced with a ten inch Akron pipe line for a distance of one 
hundred and twenty feet, tying in all service along the line. On 
School Street we found that Y’s had been left in: the line for 
future entrances and never used. They had been covered with 
a small piece of board which had decayed and allowed the dirt 
to be washed into the pipe, plugging it full of gravel and stone. 


On the Sewer Revolving Fund we put in one hundred and thirty 
feet of eight inch Akron pipe and connected four services. The 
excavation was through solid ledge and was more costly than 
usual. These benefitted were George Alton, Mrs. Nellie Pace, 
William Pendergast and Earl Pace. The cost to each for the 
main sewer was $91.50. Te cost of their individual services 
depended upon the length and nature of the digging. A copy of 
the actual cost of construction was submitted to the City Council. 
Fourteen new sewer connections were made and the revenue from 
the same was $394.75. Ten new catch basins were built in dif- 
ferent sections of thei City. ,

The various outfalls throughout the City have given us consid- 
erable work during the past year . part of the Dennett Street 
outfall was replaced with 12 inch Akron pipe and covered with 
gravel. The Mechanic Street outfall had to be rebuilt and the 
Deer Street outfall had to be relined and rehung. All are now 
in good condition except the Nobles Island outfall which will 
have to receive some attention at an early date. One hundred 
and seventy-eight feet of 8 inch Akron pipe was laid in Saratoga 
Way to take care of the drainage from the new Atlantic Heights 
school. The total cost of the same was $331.85 which was billed 
to the school board. 


Ashes 


The ash collections were made every day this ‘year, holidays 
and Sundays excepted. Four thousand, one hundred and seventy- 
five loads of ashes) were collected, hauled to the dump and spread 
at a cost of $6,725.00 or about $1.60 per load. Several loads were 
dumped on private property whenever the teams were collecting 
in that vicinity, thereby shortening the haul and lowering the 
cost of collection. 


Playground. 


Two hundred dollars were spent this year in grading the play- 
ground, in and around the diamond, ‘This was raked and rolled 
and offered a hard packed surface which drained quickly. The 
diamond and outfield should be loamed and seeded next year 
and we would have a diamond to be proud of. The grandstand 
had to have a few repairs and the bleachers had. to be very 
heavily reinforced. They were in a dangerous condition and 
need constant inspection and repairs to keep them safe for public 
use. 


The tennis courts this year were in better shape than ever 
before and were kept so. Not only the children enjoyed them but 
the grown ups took advantage of this department nights and early 
mornings. 


The shelter house has been broken into several times and the 
doors and windows broken, indecent carvings cut upon the exter- 
ior and interior and generally messed up. 
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We were particularly fortunate in having a playground keeper 
and instructors for the boys and girls who were interested in their 
work and were continually striving for better results. Hundreds 
of little tots and older children passed many happy hours and 
gained in health because of our playgrounds. Exhibits of the 
basket work and embroidery done by the girls’ sections and 
supervised by the instructors caused many favorable comments. 


The swimming pool was repaired so far as was possible, but is 
so far gone that it could ‘not be moved without collapsing. How- 
ever, it was made usuable and was enjoyed by both boys and girls 
during the whole summer. 


Snow Removal. 


Last winter we had considerable snow and much wind which 
kept our roads drifted full. Hoewver, we were fortunate in 
having two competing companies here demonstrating snow re- 
moval by the use of a tractor and snow plow attachment. Our 
streets and roads were cleaner of snow last year than ever before 
and we had several favorable comments in regard to the same. 
We had eight sidewalk plows in operation and except when the 
wind caused the snow to drift back, we kept the sidewalks clear. 
Before the tractors came to demonstrate, we were using the 
Kelly trucks with the steel plow blades attached, but found that 
they could not cope with deep snow because they could not get 
traction. However, we managed to keep the streets fairly pass- 
able by shoveling where the trucks could not operate. Last 
year we had to go out on Lafayette Road and Greenland Road and 
shovel out four times during one storm. This year it will be 
much easier and less expensive because the City has purchased 
a tractor and snow plow and we do not anticipate any trouble in 
keeping all streets as well as the outside roads free from snow. 


State Roads. 


All approaches to the City are in excellent condition and besides 
the patching that was necessary in the spring, have given us no 
trouble. Last fall a seal coat was laid on Lafayette Road and 
when the warm weather came, it started to bleed. It required 
five different applications of sand to stop the bleeding. The 
shoulders on Lafayette Road had to be renewed on both sides 
the whole length and the shoulders patched on Sagamore Road, 
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Greenland Road and Maplewood Avenue. The brush was cut 
on all state roads. A fence was built from Sagamore bridge 
half way up Sagamore hill and that, as well as the railing on 
both sides of the bridge, were given two coats of paint. 


Incinerator. 


In February 1924, the furnace was installed at the Incinerator 
building, a water service installed and a concrete floor laid. On 
March 10 garbage collections were started and have been made 
daily since, Sundays and holidays excepted. The collections are 
divided into daily routes which cover all the sections of the City 
an are made by one cart and one man. One man is in attend- 
ance at the Incinerator. The ash collections furnish all fuel 
necessary to consume the garbage. To date we have burnt 
650,000 pounds of garbage which is at the rate of over one million 
pounds per year. 

Recommendations. 


We recommend that Cutts Avenus and Essex Avenue be filled 
in and made passable as soon as possible. 


That the sidewalk improvement appropriation be continued 
next year. That Woodbury Avenue be gravelled and oiled, as 
this is coming to be a much travelled street and together with 
Aldrich Road is the main route from the White Mountains intg 
the Boston road. 


That money be appropriated to pave Ladd Street and Vaughan 
from Deer Street to the railroad crossing. 


That Trefethen’s curve on Sagamore be widened and banked. 


That new trees be set out to replace those that have been re- 
moved. 


That our bridges be hot topped in order to save maintenance 
and to give smooth riding, 


That the diamond on the playground be loamed and seeded 
with grass. That the granite block paving on Islington Street 
from Dover Street to Albany Street be covered with asphalt and 
that Islington Street from Aldrich Road to the Greenland Road 
be changed to Penetration macadam. 
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WATER DEPARTMENT 


Mains and Services. 


Mains. 


During this last year we have laid 2000 feet of 8 inch main on 
Aldrich Road, tying the 16 inch Islington Street main with the 12 
inch Middle Street main! “” Two hydrants were installed on 
Aldrich Road where there has never been any fire protection. 
Before this year there were two lines on Aldrich Road: , page 
inch line, 350 feet from Islington Street which terminated in a 
250 foot stretch of 6 inch pipe with a dead end; a 4 inch line from 
Middle Street for about 414 feet and then a 2 inch line for the 
remainder of the services, 196 feet. There was a stretch between 
the two lines that had no water main. 


On Sagamore Avenue we have extended the 4 inch mainfromthe 
porperty of Frank Trefethen, over the hill and ending opposite 
theproperty of Wilbur Shaw, adistance of 1400 feet. About 1200 
feet had to be blasted through solid ledge. Two hydrants were 
installed on this line, giving fire protection as far as Sagamore 
rbidge. Five new services were cut into this lines this summer. 


Six hundred feet of 6 inch main was laid from the corner of 
Stark and Thornton streets, through Stark, across Dennett and 
halfway through the new Franklin School lot. Two hydrants 
were installed on this line, one at the corner of Stark and Dennett 
and the other in the Franklin School yard. Five hundred feet of 
6 inch main was run from Well No. 2 to the Greenland Road, where 
a hydrant was installed and a tee left for future extension, One 
hundred eighty-four feet of 1 inch was run from Middle Road and 
Monroe Street through a proposed street to take care of services 
in this stree.t Three hundred and eighty-two feet of 1 inch was 
run from Middle Road, through Marjorie Street to take care of four 
new services. 


Services. 


We have installed in 1924, 38 new services, requiring 1650 feet 
of % inch pipe, 625 feet of 1 inch pipe and 12 feet of 2 inch pipe. 
This brought a revenue of $1779.50 which was the actual cost of 
nistallation and paid for out of Mains and Services appropriation. 
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Forty-nine services were renewed from sidewalk to cellar, using 
1390 feet of % inch pipe at a cost of $945.62. This also was 
revenue. ' 


Eighteen services were renewed from the main to the sidewalk 
using 318 feet of % inch pipe at a cost of $241.52. This cost had 
to be borne by the department. 


Nine services were abandoned and discontinued at a cost of 
$77.38. This cost also was borne by the department. 


Fourteen curb shutoffs were changed and cut in at a cost of 
$175.89. 


Thirty-seven cellar shutoffs were replaced at a cost of $135.62 
which was revenue but came out of our appropriation. 


Five frozen services were thawed out by the use of our trans- 
former at the property owners’ expense. 


Two meter boxes were rebuilt, changing from wood construction 
to brfck with a manhole cover. 


Leakage In The System. 


Mains. 


During the past year we have repaired thirteen leaks in the 
mains at a cost of $193.42. The leaks repaired are as follows: 


Marcy street, at’ Newton Ave., 6 inch pipe. 

Miller Ave., at Spring Street, 6 inch Gate Valve. 

Newcastle, at Wentworth Hotel, & inch Spiral riveted pipe, 
2 leaks. 

Islington St., at Aldrich Road, 16 inch pipe. 

Maplewood Ave., at Dennett, 6 inch Gate Valve. 

Market St., at Deer, 8 inch Gate Valve. 

Bridge at Hanover, 6 inch Gate Valve. 

Market at Deer, 10 inch pipe, 2 leaks. 

Aldrich Road, 8 inch pipe. 


Little Harbor Rd., at Sag. Ave., 8 inch Gate Valve. 
Marcy St., at So. Mill Bridge, 6 inch pipe. 
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The Pitometer survey which was made this ‘year, in addition to 
finding leaks, gave us a very good idea of the condition of the 
inside of our pipe lines, and the condition of our gate valves. 
The following gates were found to be defective and have been re- 
paired:

The Pitometer Company were here for six weeks and located 
leaks which totaled a waste of 165,000 gallons daily. Thy ren- 
dered a report, a copy of which can be seen at the Water (Office. 


Hydrants 


Seven new hydrants with two hose and one steamer connection 
have been installed in the past year. 

2 on Sagamore Avenue. 

2 on Aldrich Road. 

2 on Stark Street. 

1 on Greenland Road. 

Eleven hydrants have been repaired as follows: 
Woodbury Ave. —packed and new dome installed. 
Hill Street —leak repaired on spur line. 
Hanover St. —new jacket and repair on valve. 
Marcy Street —new jacket and repair on valve. 
Pleasant andj Gates; State and Pleasant. 

Hanover and Parker; State and Water. 
Austin and Winter; Wibird and South. 
Peverly at foot of Daniel. 


All hydrants tested and packed and made ready for winter. 
Keeping the snow shoveled away from the hydrants is another 
job that comes to this department. Last winter we spent $117.08 
for this work. 


Ten new hydrants were bought this year, seven installed, and 
we now have nine on hand. No hydrants were broken this year 
by being run into by vehicles. 
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Peverly or Low Pressure Mains 


Fortunately the low pressure mains have given us very little 
trouble this year, having had only ten leaks. Five of these leaks 
occurred on Cabot street in the spiral riveted pipe, four on the 
upper main in Hodgidon’s pasture, also spiral] riveted and one in 
the joint of a 12 inch pipe at Haven Station. 


The Dover Street Reservoir 


This reservoir until this year was roofed over with a wooden 
structure. This year the roof was in such dilapidated condition 
that we either had to tear it down or have it fall into the Reser- 
voir. Consequently the roof was removed and a wire fence erect- 
ed around the whole reservoir. 


A complaint came from one of the takers that he was able to 
get water only when the pumps at Peverly Brook Station were 
running. To relieve this situation, a hole was cut through the 
base of the reservoir wall and an 8 inch pipe cemented in. Behind 
this outlet was placed a valve and check valve. This installation 
achieved a three-fold purpose: first, it kept the Peverly line full 
of water so that takers were able to get water at any time; second, 
keeping the pipe full has eliminated largely the trouble we have 
had heretofore of air collecting in the line which had to be drawn 
out two or three times a week; and third, by allowing the takers 
to draw from the reservoir, it has not been necessary to run the 
pumps as long as heretofore. Our average daily pumping pay- 
roll for Peverly water is now $2.00. 


Booster Pump Station. 


The Booster pump station was closed in 1920 and since that 
time a fire has been kept in the building during the wintermonths, 
This was necessary because there was no way to keep the water 
out of the pump. Therefore it must be kept from freezing. This 
expense has now been eliminated by cutting in a gate on the 8 
inch outlet, and drips tapped into both inlet and outlet, allowing 
all inside piping to be drained. 


The interior of the building was covered with drawings and 
writings which have been covered with a coat of whitewash. 
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Haven Station. 


Haven station has for years been pumping water to the gallery 
at Sherburne station, where it had to be pumped again to get it 
into the standpipe. This year a new electrically driven centrifu- 
gal pump was installed capable of pumping 1,200,000 gallons of 
water per day into the standpipe, thus saving the cost of one 
pumping. 


In the winter, Haven station was previously shut down and 
the pumps covered with hay to keep them from freezing. The 
water has always seeped through the walls, covered the pumps 
and made a mess to be cleared away in the spring. This year, 
an electric, automatic sump pump has been installed which will 
keep the pit clear of water. The station has been wired for 
electric lights and now looks like a modern building. The total 
cost of this was less than $3000.00. 


Peverly Brook Station. 


Very little trouble has been experienced at this station this year. 
The clutches on the pump driving shaft were worn and had to be 
repaired. We have cleaned the spillway and roadway at the 
dam has been cleaned monthly. 


Sherburne Station. 


Many changes and improvements have been made at this sta- 
tion. The new Worthington steam pump which was installed in 
1919 and which has never before been turned over, was put into 
commission and has been pumping water for the last six months. 
This pump has a capacity of 24% million gallons of water per day, 
but we have not been able to run it to capacity because that 
amount of water could) not be taken from the wells now in oper- 
ation at Sherburne. However, we have been able to run at the 
rate of over one million gallons per day and find that this pump 
will deliver water to the standpipe for approximately one-third 
of the cost of electrically driven pumps. 


We have discontinued the use of the gallery, but intend soon to 
utilize it again by collecting the water at Fountain head and 
running it into the gallery by gravity from which it will be pumped 
to the standpipe by Sherburne station. 
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The smoke stack was cleaned and a new concrete cap poured at. 
the top where the frame was broken andj the brick falling out. 
The roof of the building was patched and made water tight. 


A coil was installed in a piece of 12 inch pipe and all exhause 
lines run into same which serves as a feed water heater and the 
water now going to the boilers enters them at a temperature of 
over 180 degrees Fahrenheit, thereby saving coal. 


All Well lines and mains were cleared of brush and all'leaks 
in the wells repaired. 


The old coal pile under and around the trestle has been cleaned 
out and hauled just outside the station thereby salvaging over 
100 tons of coal. No coal has been bought for this station this 
year. 


The fences at Sherburne as well as those of Fountain head 
have all been repaired and put in shape, 


Meter Department. 


This department is in fine shape and has saved money for the 
City. Without buying any new meters this year we now have 
27 meters in perfect condition and 166 to be repaired. Highteen 
large size meters have been repaired withoht removing the service 


Four hundred and seventy meters have been removed, four hun- 
dred and fifty-one reset, thirty-seven installed inside, five 
installed outside, four hundred and seventy-eight repaired and one 
private meter sold. 


We have in stock the following meters: 1 - 3”, 3 - 2”, 6 -1”, 
22 - %”, and 161 - 5%”, a total of 193 meters.

Pumping and Costs. 


This year 353, 894, 918 gallons of water have been pumped, High 
Pressure at the average cost of .0716 per 100 cubic feet for power, 
fuel and labor. 179, 869, 699 gallons of water have been pumped 
this year on the Peverly or low pressure system and used for in- 
dustrial purposes. This was done at a cost of .0248 per 100 cubic 
feet for power and labor. 


Recommendations. 


We recommend that two additional Venturi meters be installed 
at Sherburne Station so that the amount of water being pumped 
by each station can be ascertained at any an@d all times. 


That the wells be drawn and cleaned during the coming year. 

That the 10 well line be connected to Sherburn Station. 

That the water at Fountain head be collected and run to the 
gallery at Sherburne Station by gravity. 

And that the spillway of the lower Peverly dam be repaired.

REPORT... 


OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of Instruction, | 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to present to you my seventh annual 

report, the thirty-seventh in the series of reports issued 
from this office. There seems to be three functions of 
such a report; first, to indicate the nature and degree of 
progress of the schools and the agencies concerned there- 
with; second, to outline the matters which seem to de- 
serve early attention; third, to record facts and figures 
interesting for their current value and indispensable as 
part of the educational history of the city. 


Among the causes contributing to the generally 
satisfactory results of the year’s work I feel that the two 
most important are the loyal, industrious corps of teachers 
and this administrative board whose members have given 
unstinted time and thought to the educational needs of 
the city. Iam glad to make public acknowledgment of 
my personal appreciation of this helpfulness. 
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THE SCHOOLS AT WORK 


So often the pages of a report like this emphasize statis- 
tical tables and,plant conditions the real work of the school 
receives scant consideration. It is worth while to present 
in brief a few of the encouraging features of the year. 


Fewer Changes of Teachers 

The opening of, the fall term found but five new teachers 
in the high school, eighty per cent of last year’s force re- 
maining. The total number of changes in the city was in- 
cluding the high school, fourteen, sixteen per cent of the 
total. This fact is very encouraging as it seems to indicate 
that teachers are finding Portsmouth a good place in which 
to live and work. 


Extension Course 

For the second time in three years the teachers have vo- 
ted to support an extension course given under the Har- 
vard-Boston University plan. Prof. George A. Mirick of 
Harvard is giving a course on elementary methods to a 
group of forty-three teachers. By this means professional 
growth is made possible at a minimum of expense and the 
practice of the school-room is improved through extension 
and discussion. 


Drawing 

After a lapse of seventeen years instruction in art has 
been re-established under the direction of a trained super- 
visor. Miss Viola Marsh, a graduate of Lowell Normal 
school and the Massachusetts Normal Art School, has 
brought a vigor and interest to this work which is helpful 
to the teachers and stimulating to the children. There 
are two elective divisions in the high school. In the jun- 
ior high the supervisor gives a weekly lesson. In the 
elementary schools the supervisor’s instruction is supple- 
mented by the room teachers. lLater in the season an ex- 
hibition will be given to show the sequence of this work 
and the progress made. 


Tests and Measurements 
A noteworthy piece of work in intelligence testing has 
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been conducted in the high school by Headmaster Gray in 
collaboration with Professor Wilson of Boston University. 
Mr Gray’s report deals with this at some length. The sum- 
mary which he hopes to prepare will be a valuble contri- 
bution in the field of educational measurements. The tests 
have been found of practical value by the teachers who 
have not always understood heretofore the capacities of 
the pupils in their classes. Work of this sort has been done 
to a more limited extent in some of the elementary classes 
for the purposes of securing evidence as to the need of 
forming special groups. 


Individual Instruction 

For several weeks in the last half of the school year the 
attention of many teachers was centered upon the problem 
of the child as an individual and the desirability of admin- 
istering the program so that pupils might progress at 
their own rate of speed. The routine of the traditional 
school has become so entrenched that “mass” teaching of- 
ten seems the only method of instruction. This opinion 
is borne in upon the teacher who has a large division of 
grade. Happily enough several of our teachers both in 
high and elementary grades have proved that the class can 
be So organized as to allow pupils to go slow or fast, ac- 
cording to their natural capacities. Notable results of 
this type have been secured in arithmetic, grades two and 
five, geometry grade ten and English grade twelve. This 
is nothing more than applying shop methods to academic 
subjects and the wonder of it is that teachers of physics, 
chemistry, commercial subjects and so forth should ever 
think of administering their subjects in any other way. 


Teacher Training 

The Farragut training school has the largest enrollment 
in the history of the school. There are ten seniors and sev- 
enteen juniors. The entire senior class passed the state 
examination in June and one member, Kathryn Riley, re- 
ceived honor rank, a general average of 92. Girls of this 
ability after our two years training course, should be a 
real addition to the state’s supply of trained teachers. 


Assemblies 
A new and very helpful feature in developing school 
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spirit in the Junior High School is the weekly assembly 
organized by Principal Beal. High school hall has been 
used for this purpose during the last period Friday after- 
noon. The program presented by the pupils under the 
direction of their home-room teachers has been entertain-. 
ing and profitable. Several evening parties have been 
given. 

The high school assemblies have been a part of the 
school life for several years but recently have been of in- 
creasing value. The pupils participate in these exer- 
cises with enthusium. Some of the special programs 
such as those presented on Memorial day and Christmas 
were very commendable. 

On November 4 every pupil in school had an opportunity 
to experience the sensation of voting for presidential can- 
didates at a mock election directed by Miss Hewitt. 
Ballots were prepared by the commercial department and 
Australian balloting booths were erected by the mechanics 
arts boys. 


Promotions ; 
The record of promotions in the first eight grades, .924 
is better than the average of the last five years, viz. 915. 


Post-secondary Enrolment 
Forty-eight of the 1924 graduates of the High School are 
doing post-secondary work. The list is included in Mr. 
Gray’s report,

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These are all elementary buildings. The elementary 
enrollment is 1354. It may be fairly said, therefore, that 
43 percent of these children are in new, modern buildings. 


Major Improvements 

The Haven and Farragut buildings, although of earlier 
date, are of excellent construction and both have been e- 
quipped with indirect lighting, heating and ventilating 
systems and enlarged playground accomodations. With- 
in a short time both have had interior painting. These 
two accomodate 41 per cent of the elementary enrolment. 
As far as accomodations for 84 per cent of the elementary 
children are concerned therefore, little is to be desired. 


The Cabot St. three room building and the Plains, Wood- 
bury and Lafayette Road, all one room buildings, are 
pleasant, attractive and comfortable. These accomodate 
the remaining 16 per cent of elementary children. 


A record like ,this may well be considered with jus- 
tifiable satisfaction but it should be a challenge and a stim- 
ulus to the community to complete the program by erect- 
ing a building to relieve the urgent need of the six high 
school years. This last investment would not only give 
these pupils proper working conditions, now impossible, 
but would provide a margin of accomodation that would 
make it unnecessary to think of further construction for 
many years to come. ‘The report of a special committee 
on school house accomodations presented in 1920 foresaw 
this need and recommended the erection of a building on 
the Armory field. 


“The committee recommends the erection of a Junior 
high school building as near the population center of the 
city as possible that shall provide adequate accomodations 
for at least five hundred pupils. The logical site of such 
a building would seem to be the lot adjoining the U. S. Ar- 
mory lot near the South Playground.” 


What Happens to Recommendations 
From year to year recommendations are made.  Be- 
low are the chief recommendations of the last five years. 
A star is placed before those which have been put into 
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effect: 

*Atlantic Hts, building. 

*Farragut playground. 
Summer school for children. 
Dental treatment. 

Additional school nurse. 

Junior high building. 

*Painting Farragut. 

*Chemical toilet, Woodbury. 

*New heating at Haven and Whinple 
Interior painting high school. 
Lafayette Road, chemical toilets. 

*Increased salaries of teachers. 

*Supervision of drawing. 

Physical training. 

Enclosed athletic. field. 

The other recommendations are still pertinent as the 
need remains. 


Two Outstanding Needs 

The immediate objectives of the community working 
through official channels, should be (1) more adequate pro- 
vision for high school pupils of the six years course, and 
(2) special instruction for pupils whose needs are not met 
by the regular school programs. These two are mentioned 
together because it seems almost impossible under present 
conditions to meet the second need without taking care of 
the first in advance. The two are further related because 
there are so many pupils in grades 7 to 12 who require spe- 
cial instruction. An attempt has been made to help these 
pupils by having them come in the afternoon to a high 
school room with a special teacher for academic subjects 
and supplementary work in the manual and household arts. 
The results were passable but not satisfactory. 


The school day should be identical with the regular 
school day, the program should be more broadly adapted 
to the needs of the pupils, the accomodations should be for 
a hundred, rather than for twenty-five. This group should 
be in general charge of a person who thoroughly under- 
stands vocational guidance and who will immediately an- 
alyze the capacities of his pupils with a view of their en- 
trance to a course of preparation for honorable and ade- 
quate self-support. 
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It is not fair to any pupil in a public school to say to him 
“The school is no place for you.” The community as well 
as the public suffers if it does not make a place happy as 
well as suitable for every boy and girl up to sixteen years 
of age. This is a minimum obligation. Many communities 
make provision for pupils over sixteen. 


If a new junior high school building is erected, there will 
be three buildings where special work can be carried on 
viz: the new school, the present high school and the Whip- 
ple. In fact, this will open up the possibilities of adapting 
the school to the needs of the children to an extent limited 
only by the financial resources available for support and 
the willingness of the public to meet an obligation long 
overdue.

I herewith present my seventh annual report as Head- 
master of the Portsmith High School. 

The total registration for the school year ending June 19, 
1924. was 717. 

The total registration this year is 732, while the actu- 
al membership on January 9th was 697. Of this number 
92 are non-resident pupils, located as follows: 

Dover Point 2, Eliot 4, Fort Constitution 3, Greenland 16, 
Kittery 2, Navy Yard 8, New Castle 17, Newington 11, 
North Hampton 9, Rye 19, Stratham, 1.

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Building 
The size of the school has become such that home-room 
facilities are taxed to the limit. Until a few days ago seve- 
ral pupils were using the library for a home room because 
there were no desks for them. 


Many divisions in the school are too large for obtaining 
the best results. No division should exceed twenty-five pu- 
pils, but most of our divisions number above thirty pupils 
and seven of them have more than forty pupils each. 


The situation cannot be remedied by the employment of 
additional teachers unless the assembly hall is partitioned 
off and equipped for class rooms. 


Should the enrollment in the school next September 
reach 750 or more pupils, one of two alternatives, leaving 
out of consideration a new building or an addition to the 
present one, is presented, to refuse to accept all tuition pu- 
pils or to have the entering class attend school in the after- 
noon, from one to five o’clock. 


Attendance 
It is a satisfaction to be able to report again that the 
percentage of tardiness is very low, and that the percent- 
age of attendance is very high. Regular and punctual at- 
tendance indicate the interest of parents in the educational 
progress of their children and their desire to cooperate in 
matters essential to the welfare of the school. 


Printing 
A course in printing has been started this year for a small 
group of boys who are especially adapted for and interest- 
ed in this work, and they are making good progress. Doubt- 
less all of school forms, posters and tickets for games, and 
a small school paper will be printed by these boys, under 
the direction of the teacher. 


Teachers 
A gratifying feature of the school this year is the reten- 
tion of so many of the teachers of last year. That makes 
for greater continuity in the work, economy of time, and 
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better results. Its advantages to the school can hardly be 
overestimated. 


Activities 
The usual class activities, senior and junior plays, senior 
reception, reception to the freshman class and Senior Ben- 
efit, have been held with a high degree of success. The 
Junior Prom will occur January 23, and doubtless will have 
a large attendance. 


The French club continues to have the loyal support of 
its members who hold their meetings regularly ‘and find 
the organization worth while. 


The recently organized debating club has taken the name 
of “The James T. Fields Debating Society” and it is hoped 
that there will ultimately be enrolled as members all of 
those pupils who are interested in public speaking and de- 
bating. 


The Student Council, organized last year, has finallv 
adopted a constitution, arranged the program for the ob- 
servance of Christmas, and is planning a series of Wednes- 
day morning talks and entertainments which should prove 
of great interest and value to the pupils. 


The athletic interests of the school have been materiaily 


assisted by the cooperation of the members of the Athletic 
Council. 


The enclosure of the playground for football games re- 
sulted in much greater receipts, and the season ended with 
a substantial balance in the treasury. From both the finan- 
cial and the athletic point of view the football season was a 
success, although the condition of the playing field was re- 
sponsible for many injuries, more than usual. The physical 
welfare of the boys on the football squad makes. imperative 
a suitable field upon which to play. By putting on a suffi- 
cient amount of loam and sowing grass the playground 
would be entirely suitable but in its present condition it is 
dangerous for the boys to play there. 


A locker room, with shower baths, in the high school 
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building, would be of great value, in providing for the phy- 
sical comfort of the members of our athletic teams, Really 
such an arrangement is necessary, and I hope that the need 
will be met. 


In basketball and baseball, as well as in football our 
teams have met with good success. and the basketball sea- 
son just now beginning gives promise of success. 


In scholastic achievement the standing of the school is 
good, judged both by the number of honor pupils, and by 
the ranks obtained by the pupils who have entered college. 


Of course, achievement along this line is bound to vary 
from year to year, being greater in one than in another 
but over a period of years a fairly accurate judgment can 
be formed. In recent years the classes of 1921 and 1925 
stand out among those of the highest scholastic attain- 
ment. 


The High School Orchestra has become an organization 
of accomplished musicians who are growing in their know- 
ledge and appreciation of music, and in their ability to ex- 
ecute it. - Their concerts at chapel on Wednesday morn- 
ings, and the favorable comments elicited from their con- 
certs elsewhere are sufficient evidence of their fine ren- 
dition of many classical numbers. 


The vocal music. would be much improved by having a 
definite objective, such as a public concert, and by having 
the pupils make a real study of music so that a noticeable 
growth in their ability along this line would result. 


Instead of making the singing compulsory for every pu- 
pil in the high school, it would be preferable to have a 
course in musical appreciation to be offered to selected 
groups composed of those who are especially interested in 
music and who would profit from such a course. 


The institution of this course would require the purchase 
of a phonograph and carefully selected records as needed. 
The supervisor of music would prepare an interpretation 
of the selection to be played, pointing out the idea which 
the composer wishes to express, anid then play the record. 
Such a course would give to the pupils taking it a much 
greater knowledge and a much better appreciation of the 
best in music than is possible under the plan now in vogue. 
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Health 

We should have in the high school an organized pro- 
gram of health instruction and physical education for 
every boy and girl. Two periods per week of physical edu- 
cation, and one period of health instruction would result 
in improved physiques throughout the school. The ex- 
tent to which physical fitness would carry over into the 
mental work of the school I do not know. but, if no trans- 
fer should occur, the improved physical condition of the 
pupils would justify the effort and expense involved. 


Intelligence Tests 

Last spring the Terman, Otis, and Dearbon group intel- 
ligence tests were given to the four classes in the senior 
high school and ,to the eighth grade of the junior high 
school, the purpose being to find out the ability of the 
individual pupils and then to classify the pupils into 
groups as homogeneous as possible in order that they 
might make better progress in their school work. It was 
also the purpose to direct the pupils into courses of study 
for which they were best adapted and thus enable them to 
attain a greater degree of success. 


The results of the Terman tests show that 597 pupils for 
whom the results have been tabulated:

These facts are of real signif- 
icanee in planning their educational programs. 


Of the 498 pupils whose results on the Otis tests have 
been tabulated:

99 or .198 have an 1. QO. of 110-119. 
282 or .566 have an I. Q. of 90-109. 
63 or .126 have an I. QO. of 80-89

Of the 282 pupils in the average group, 116 have I. Q’s 
below 100 and of the 498 pupils, seventy-four have I. iO! S 
below 90. 


The summary of the Dearborn Tests if for 176 members 
of the sophomore class, shows that: 

9 or 051 have an I. QO. of 120-140 

28 or .159 have an I. Q. of 110-119 

85 or .482 have an I. Q. of 90-109 

37 or .21 have an I. QO. of 80-89 

15 or .085 have an I. Q. of 70-79 

2 or .011 have an I. Q. of 60-69 


Of the eighty-five pupils whose I. Q’s are between 90 
and 109, forty-nine are below 100. 


The meaning of the terms used in this study is as 
follows: 


I, Q. is intelligence quotient, and is obtained by dividing 
the mental age in months by the chronological age in 


months. It indicates the ability of the child to do school 
work. 


140 indicates genius or near genius. 
120-139 indicates very superior. 

110-119 indicates superior. 

90-109 indicates average. 

80-89 indicates dull. 

70-79 indicates border line, deficiency. 

Below 70 indicates feeble-minded. 


While we must be careful not to claim too much _ for 
these intelligence tests, yet the results so far tabulated 
show a high correlation and indicate some things that 
should be considered in planning the secondary education 
best adapted to these boys and girls. 


If it is true that a pupil in order to profit by a high 
school education must have an IJ. Q. of at least 90 and in 
order to carry the work of the academic course success- 
fully must have an I. Q. of 100, then the fact that from 
twenty-five to thirty percent of these pupils have I. Q. be- 
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tween 90 and 100 and that from thirteen to twenty percent 
have I. Q’s. below 90. demonstrates the necessity of a more 
careful adaptation of the school work to their needs and 
ability in order that they may form the habit of success- 
ful achievement instead of that of failure. 


Individual instruction, supervised study, the socialized 
recitation, and a more extensive program of studies are 
some of the ways by which the best educational thought 
of today is trying to meet this problem. 


The first three methods are being used toa degree in our 
high school and with good success. 


A change should be made in the program of studies 
which would enable pupils to choose subjects rather than 
a curriculum, requiring, however two majors and two 
minors for graduation so that there may be continuity in 
the work. At present in our high school, and the same 
thing is true of most secondary schools, a pupil can not 
change from one curriculum to another without loss of 
time and sometimes his graduation is delayed a year on 
that account. Often that change is made because of fail- 
ure in a single subject, so that really that pupil needs only 
to substitute another subject and the difficulty would 
be adjusted. 


Then too, the content of some of our courses should be 
changed and brought into line with the real purposes of 
secondary education. For instance, a course in social stu- 
dies should replace the traditional courses in history, and 
we should offer “Community Civics” in the first year: 
“World History” in the second; “United States History” 
in the third; and “The Problems of Democracy” in the 
fourth. In science, too, there should be a complete 
course, including biology and botany as well as physics 
and chemistry. 


To meet the individual differences of pupils require- 
ments should be made according to the ability of each pu- 
pil to achieve, the minimum essentials of a subject for the 
one of few talents and the maximum both in quality and 
quantity for the one of superior ability. 


Until the pupil with low I. Q. has an educational oppor- 
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tunity equal to that of the pupil with high I. Q. we shall 
not have democracy in education, and the school will not 
be adequately meeting its obligations, which is to give every 
child the opportunity “for training in habits, ideals, and in- 
terests which will help him to find his place in the work 
of the world, and use that place, not selfishly, but for the 
good of society. 


To meet the needs of boys who are “hand-minded” we 
have a well equipped and well conducted course in Man- 
ual Arts in the high school, but for the “hand minded girls” 
there is no adequate provision. While the courses in 
household appliances, organization, and management are 
good in theinselves, yet they do not give a girl the chance 
of actually doing the work of the home, as a complete 
course in domestic arts, including cooking and sewing, 
would do. 


If the individual differences of the girls are to be ade- 
quately met, a course along this line will ultimately have to 
be offered for the benefit of those who are best adapted 
for it in order that they may be prepared to be competent 
home makers. If the life activities of a child should de- 
termine the kind of education that he should have, then it 
is evident that a great many of our high school girls, es- 
pecially those who will not continue in school after gradu- 
ation from high school, should have a thorough and com- 
plete course in domestic arts. 


Diplomas 


Our present high school diploma makes a distinction as 
to the curriculum pursued, although the number of 
units required for graduation is the same in each curricu- 
lum. Of course, this practice dates back to the time when 
academic curriculum was considered the most difficult and 
the most cultural, but today there is really no reason for 
such a distinction, and it surely would be more democratic 
to grant a diploma from the Portsmouth High School than 
from a particular course of that school. Furthermore, 
if it should be decided to have the pupils elect subjects in- 
stead of curricula, it would really be necessary for the dip- 
loma to be granted from the High School, since curriculum 
lines would be more or less broken down. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. Instruction in health and physical education. 

2. Reduction of abnormal divisions to normal size. 

3. Election of subjects instead of curricula. 

4. Awarding diplomas without distinction as to curricu- 
lum. 

5. Cooking and sewing for “hand-minded” girls. 

6. Locker room and shower baths for those participat- 
ing in athletics. 

7. Playgrounds made suitable for baseball and football. 

8. A course in music appreciation instead of the present 
method of conducting vocal music. 

9. Program of Social Studies to replace the traditional 
history courses. 

10. Completion of the courses in science by the intro- 
duction of biology and botany. 

These changes in and additions to the program of stu- 
dies in the High School would be a long step toward bring- 
ing the work of the school into line with these seven main 
objectives of education: health, command of fundamental 
processes, worthy home membership, vocation, citizenship, 
worthy use of leisure, ethical character.
